DUBLIN, July 7 —Cathal Brugha, 
one of Eamon DeValera’s chief litu- 
tenants, died today from the w'ounds 
he received on Wednesday while try­ 
ing to fight his w’ay clear at the sur­ 
render of the republican garrisons 
in the Sackville street area. 
Cathal Brugha (Charles Burgess) 
1 was one of the most prominent of 
the republican leaders w'ho opposed 
the term s of the Anglo-Irish 
treaty 
from the start and fought against it 
to the finish. 
He was 
DeValera’s 
minister of defense in the first Dail 
Eireann cabinet, directing the cam­ 
paign against the British in South 
Ireland up to the time the truce was 
signed in July of last year. 
When the terms of the treaty ne­ 
gotiated by Arthur Griffith, Michael 
Collins and their 
fellow' 
delegates 
who met the British representatives 
in London late 
last year became 
known he declared his opposition to 
the pact and fought against it in the 
Dail debates and in public speeches. 
H e went out of the 
Dail 
cabinet 
with DeValera. 
He became a mem­ 
ber of the directing committee 
of 
the new' Sinn Fein newspaper, Repub 
lie of Ireland which 
has 
been 
the 
chief republican organization in the 
fight against the provisional govern­ 
ment. 
When the dispute between the fac­ 
tions bronke out anew', Brugha sided 
with the insurgents and early in the 
opening of the fighting in Dublin he 
was reported to be with DeValera 
helping direct the light of the Irish. 
At the end he refused to surrender 
and dashed out of the Granville ho­ 
tel w'here the insurgents were taking 
their final stand, in an attem pt 
to

GOT TRADE SECRET CHEAP 


•Jying Drunkard Sold for Fifty Dollars 
the Only Method of Making 
Dolls' Eyes. 


Dolls’ eyes have a romantic history, 
says a writer In Pearson’s. 
A Birmingham toy manufacturer 
years ago was approached by one of 
the largest dealers in dolls, who asked 
him to undertake the manufacture of 
eyes. 
The 
toy 
manufacturer, 
thinking 
there was nothing in the business, 
turned down the proposition. 
But the business was a big one, and 
when an order to the value of £500 
was mentioned the manufacturer un­ 
dertook the work. 
The real difficulties of the task then 
became apparent. The first eyes were 
hopeless failures, and a great deal of 
money was spent on experiments. The 
cleverest glass toy-workefft in the 
kingdom were engaged, but all to no 
purpose. 
Finally the attempt was 
given up. 
About eighteen months later the toy 
manufacturer, by a strange chance, 
met a man utterly Impoverished by 
drink and In the last stages of con­ 
sumption, who held the secret of the 
process for making dolls’ eyes. Ile was 
willing to sell this secret for £10.

SEEK TO PUT A 
BAN ON LIQUOR 
SALES ON SHIPS 


Senator Caraway Assailed 
President As One Who 
Is Responsible. 


WASHINGTON'. 
July 
7.—An 
imendment to the Fordney-McCum* 
ber tariff bill which would authorize 
prohibition agents 
to board ships 
twenty miles off the American coast 
for the purpose of searching ships in 
order to 
discover 
whether 
or not 
they had liquor on board was intro­ 
duced in the senate late yesterday af­ 
ternoon by Senator sterling of South 
Dakota. 
The amendment is under­ 
stood to have the approval of the 
Anti-Saloon League, and Senators 
Sterling, Willis, Sheppard and other 


ardent prohibition advocates are ex­ 
pected to make every «*f;crt to force 
the adoption of the amendment. 
Tile amendment reads a follow’s: 
Officers of the customs, the coast 
guard, the treasury departm ent or 
other officers whose duty it is to en­ 
force the national prohibition act, 
may go on board any vessel, at any 
place in the United States, or within 
six marine leagues of the coast of 
the United States, and hail, stop and 
board such 
vessels 
in the enforce­ 
ment of the law's 
prohibiting, regu­ 
lating, taxing or relating to the li­ 
quor traffic. 
The provisions of the national pro­ 
hibition act and other jaws relating 
to intoxicating liquors shall be in 
full force and effec*, within six ma­ 
rine leagues of the coast of the Unit­ 
ed States and shall be enforced by 
such officers, who shall have all the 
authority conferred by this section 
and by section 3067 of the revised 
•statutes upon custom officers in the 
enforcement of the custom law. 
It was said last night it is the view 
of some senators chat the amendment 
comes under the head "new legisla­ 
tion," and if that be so could be 
thrown oat on a point of order. 
If 


this be true, there are several sena­ 
tors on both sides of the chamber 
who stand ready, it was said, to raise 
the point of order when the time 
comes. 
The action of the shipping board in 
authorizing sale o£ liquors on Amer­ 
ican ships w’as denounced in the sen­ 
ate yesterday by Senator Caraway of 
Arkansas, who said that President 
Harding is the person primarily re­ 
sponsible for the "marine prohibit­ 
ion" situation. The president, he de­ 
clared, and not Chairman Lasker, is 
the man 
responsible 
for what he 
termed "open flagrant violation of 
the Volstead a c t” 
"We all know," said Senator Cara­ 
way, "that were the president to or­ 
der Mr. Lasker to close the saloons 
on the ships that Mr. Lasker w,ould 
obey orders. 
Therefore, every ship 
that sails under the American flag, 
owned, operated or leased by the 
shipping board, sells w’hisky by the 
express or Implied permission of the 
president of the United States. 
To­ 
morrow all of them would be dry if 
the president willed it. 
Tomorrow 
all of them will sell whisky over the 
bar if he wills i t At Marion on July 
4 the president 3aid that the eigh­ 


teenth 
amendment 
is the will of 
America and must ba maintained by 
this government and public opinion, 
else, he added, contempt for the law 
will undermine our very foundations. 
"That w’as a ne bl* statem ent and 
it is fair to presume the president 
spoke after deliberation and with 
full knowledge. 
Therefore, can the 
president 
escape this 
conclusion? 
Can his apologists deny that he con­ 
nives at the breaking down of public 
morals? That he does not seek to 
pi event the desti action of the conli- 
dence of the people In law and or­ 
der?"

Ile urgent­ 
ly demanded of the wise men that 
they make known the dream and Its 
Interpretation. Because of their fail­ 
ure the king was very furious and 
commanded all the wise men of Baby­ 
lon to be slain. 
II. The 
Revelation 
of the 
Dream 
(vv. 14-35). 
When the decree was in process of 
execution Daniel was sought out to be 
•lain. 
He sought an interview with 
the king and obtained time. Note: 
1. The prayer meeting In Babylon 
(vv. 14-1S). Daniel wus the leader in 
that prayer meeting. 
He called his 
fellows together and most definitely 
prayed to God. 
Their lives were at 
•take: their need was great 
2. Dunlel’s ascription of praise to 
God 
(tv. 10-23). God heard their 
prayer and Daniel responded In lofty 
strains of praise to God. 
3. Daniel before the king (w . 24- 
SO). 
Because he had been with th# 
Lord and had obtained wisdom, be war 
confident before the great king. 
4. The content of the dream ( v t . 
81-35). 
Daniel made known to the 
king that in hia dream he had beheld 
a great image with a head of gold, 
breast and arms of silver, belly and 
thighs of brass, legs of Iron and feet 
part of Iron and part of clay. He be­ 
held the Image smitten by a stone and 
th e stone became a great mountain. 
III. The Interpretation of the Dream 
(w . 30-46). 
I. 
The head of gold represented the 
Chaldean monarchy with Nebuchad­ 
nezzar as Its head (w . 87, 38). J flt? 


the accession of Nebuchadnezzar to 
the throne, the times of the Gentiles 
began. 
2. The breast and arms of sllvei 
represented the Medo-Perslan powei 
(v, 39). 
The Medo-Persian empire 
was a kingdom inferior to the Chal­ 
dean. 
3. The belly and thighs of brass rep­ 
resented the Grecian empire under 
Alexander the Great (v. 39). 
4. The legs of iron represented the 
Roman empire (vv. 40-43). 
(I) The two legs represented the 
eastern and western divisions of the 
Roman empire. 
(2) The feet of Iron 
and clay represented the two elements 
of human government, which inhered 
in the Roman empire und are present 
today in all forms of government, 
namely, absolutism and socialism, or 
Imperialism 
and 
democracy. 
These 
elements have no coherency. 
5. The stone cut out of the moun­ 
tain (vv. 44, 45). This Is the kingdom 
of heaven so graphically set forth in 
the New Testament, for the kingdom 
of heaven Is the kingdom which the 
God of heaven shall set up. 
(I) Th* 
stone 
is Christ (Isa. 28:16; 
M att 
21:42-44). 
(2) When did the stone 
strike? 
The Impact 
of the 
stone 
was 
upon 
the feet 
of 
the 
col­ 
umns 
(v. 
34). This shows 
that 
it did not strike at Christ s first 
com­ 
ing, for the Roman empire was a unit 
at that time; not even the division ol 
the empire as represented by the tw*o 
legs had taken place as yet. The stone 
smiting the feet show’s that the stone 
w’ill strike when the Roman empire 
shall have been divided up Into ten 
kingdoms. (3) The kingdom of heaven 
Is thus seen to be brought into realiza­ 
tion through a great catastrophe. The 
end is not by gradual and peaceful ex­ 
tension through preaching the gospel, 
but by a crushing blow. 
The stone 
does not fill the earth by crowding the 
colossus out, neither by securing its 
submission to God, but destroying IL 
Gentile dominion shall end In a crash; 
upon Its ruins shall be built the king­ 
dom of heaven. 
The action of the 
stone Is of judgmenL not grace. 
The 
text plainly says It Is "after" the stone 
has done its smiting work that It be­ 
comes a great mountain and fills the 
whole earth (see Psalms 2: 5, 6; Zech. 
14:1-9), Just as the first part of this 
dream was literally fulfilled, so shall 
the last part be fulfilled. 
Messiah’s 
kingdom shall be a real and literal 
kingdom.

In his address a t Marion, Ohio, july 4th, President Harding declared: 


“int; loreiiiosc uiougnt in the constitu­ 
tion is the right to freedom and the pur­ 
suit of happiness. Man must be free to 
live and achieve. 
Liberty is gone in 
America when any man is denied by any­ 
body the right to work and live by that 
work. It does not matter who denies. 
“A free American has the right to labor 
without any man’s leave. It would be 


\ 
no less an abridgement to deny men to 
bargain collectively. Governments can­ 
not tolerate any class of grouped domi­ 
nation through force. 
It will be a sorry 
day when group domination is reflected 
in our laws. Government, and the laws 
which Government is charged with en­ 
forcing, must be for all the people, 
ever aiming at the common good.” 


I ne United States Railroad Labor Board Has Declared the Strike of Railway Shopmen to 
be in Effect a Strike Against the Authority of the United States Government, and the 
Labor Board Accordingly Adopted the Following Resolution, July 3rd: 


“Whereas the six organizations composing the 
Federated Shop Crafts have notified the Railroad 
Labor Board that a very large majority of the em­ 
ployes which they represent have left the service of the 
carriers, and that the members of said organizations 
are no longer employes of the railways, under the juris­ 
diction of the Railroad Labor Board or subject to the 
application of the transportation act and, 
“Whereas, in the future submission of disputes, in­ 
volving rules, wages and grievances of said classes of 
employes of the earners, it will be desirable, if not a 
practical necessity; for the employes of each class on 
each carrier to form a sort of association or organiza­ 
tion to function in the representation of said employes 
before the Railroad Labor Board in order that the ef­ 
fectiveness of the transportation act may be maintain­ 
ed ; now, therefore be it 
“Resolved, that it be communicated to the carriers 


and employes remaining and the new employes suc­ 
ceeding those who have left the service to take steps as 
soon as practicable to perfect on each carrier such or­ 
ganization as may be deemed necessary for the pur­ 
poses above mentioned; and be it further 
“Resolved, That, on any carrier where either 
the 
above named organizations, by reason of its member­ 
ship severing their connections with the carriers, ceases 
to represent its class of employes procedure similar to 
that above suggested in the case of the shop crafts is 
recommended; and be it further 
“Resolved, That the employes in the service and the 
new ones entering same be accorded the application 
and benefit of the outstanding wage and rule decisions 
of the Railroad Labor Board, until they are amended 
or modified by agreement with said employes, arrived 
at in conformity with the transportation act or by de­ 
cision of this board; and be it further 


“Resolved: That if it be assumed that the employes who leave the service of the carrier 
because of their dissatisfaction with any decision of the Labor Board are within their rights 
in so doing' it must likewise be conceded that the men vho remain in the service and those 
who enter it anew are within their rights in accepting such employment; that they are not 
strikebreakers seeking to impose the arbitrary will of an employer on employes; that they 
have the moral as well as the legal right to engage in such service of the American public to 
avoid interruption of indispensable railway transportation, and that they are entitled to the 
protection of every department and branch of the government, state and national.

President Harding has announced that the Labor Board has the full backing of the 
government and the full power of the government will be employed to support its 
policies. For these reasons, patriotic and law abiding citizens everywhere must re­ 
gard the strike as directed at the United States Government and should support

WORSE THAN SCHEDULE K. 


The most famous— and the most infam­ 
ous—clause in any tariff bill of recent 
years was “Schedule K" in the Payne-Al- 
drich bill of ten years ago, against which 
the American people rose in revolt, and 
which 
helped 
very 
materially to bring 
about the defeat of the republican party in 
3912. 
If Schedule K was, 
as 
President 
Taft said, “indefensible," 
w hat 
shall be 
said of the proposed duty on wool in the 
tariff bill now pending? 
Schedule K was 
bad enough in all conscience, but the duty 
af 32 cents on the clean content of a pound 
of raw wool is almost twice as heavy. Wil- 
f 
Ham Goldman, clothing manufacturer and 
ex-president of the National Association of 
Clothiers, writing in the New York Evening 
Post, estimates that this tariff will alone 
add $360,000,000 a year to this country's 
clothes bill. 
“It is put on," he adds, “to 
protect the raw wool growing industry of 
this country, which produces only 40 per 
cent of our requirements, 
and 
the total 
value of whcse clip 
in 
a normal year is 
about $65,000,000." Mr. Goldman declares 
th at the people of America can expect that 
if this tariff passes it will add $4 to the cost 
of every suit of men's clothes and $7.50 to 
tv 
price 
a medium grad* 
as is usually sold at $30 or $35 at retail. It 
will of course, add much more than $4 to 
the cost of many suits. 
The worst feature of the proposed duty 
PH wool is not that it will take hundreds of 
millions out of the pockets of the American 
people for the benefit of a handful of fa­ 
vored individuals. 
The 
worst feature is 
that it will bear hardest on the poorer peo­ 
ple, the people who can least afford its ex­ 
actions. 
This is brought out convincingly 
fn an open letter which has been addressed 
to the senate of the United States by Con­ 
rad Hobbs, a wool merchant of Boston. Mr. 
Hobbs believes in a protective tariff but he 
denounces the pending wool schedule as 
utterly iniquitous and his letter is directed 
to showing why a specific duty on wool, 
such as the present tariff proposes, is “most 
unreasonable and 
unfair, 
particularly if 
levied on the scoured content." There are, 
Mr. Hobbs explains, at least twelve distinct 
grades of wool in quality, while the length 
of staple varies from one-half inch and less 
to fifteen inches and over. 
The value of 
wool at the present time runs all the way 
from 6 cents and 8 cents a pound “in the 
grease" to 45 cents and 55 cents and from 
12 cents and 15 cents a pound scoured to 
$1.00 find $1.10. 
AH these wools are valu­ 
able for clothing. 
An 
ad valorem duty 
would adm it wool to our m arkets at a rate 
fairly proportioned to its coat and proposed 
jsage. A specific rate of 82 cents a pound, 
such as the senate bill fixes, will mean in 
fact th at the cheaper low crossbred wool 
from South America, suitable for the rough 
tweeds and homespuns of the poor, will pay 
at the rate of 220 per cent, while the Aus­ 
tralian merinos, which make the choice soft 
worsteds of the rich, will pay a duty of only 
BO per cent. 
Mr. Hobbs contrasts this with the fact 
hat the proposed duty on furs is 30 per 
eat ad valorem. 
“ Marmot is selling today 
st wholesale," 
he says, “at 
$1.00 a skin, 
mink a t $10, beaver at $25, Russian sable 
it $200. A specific duty of say, $10 a skin, 
m furs would work, 1,000 per cent on m ar­ 
mot, IOO per cent on mink, 40 per cent on 
reaver and 5 per cent on sable, and every 
me would see th at a specific duty on furs 
jgfi absurdity and most unfair, discnm- 
nating heavily 
against the driver on the 
>pen seat of a motor truck in favor of mila- 
ly of the limousine." 
Mr. Hobbs wants to J 
y*pw if the wool duty as proposed is not 
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almost as absurd and equally unjust. 
“A 
duty of 30 per cent on furs does not seem 
unreasonable," he says, “and a duty of 30 
per cent on the choicest of fine wools may 
also be reasonable, but can any senator in 
the congress of the United States defend a 
duty of IOO per cent on wool which goes 
into cloth for the great middle classes, of 
200 per cent on wool 
for the poor man, 
when you can compare this with a duty of 
30 per cent on Russian sable?" 
We wish we had space to quote in full 
the facts and 
figures 
which 
Mr. Hobbs 
gives in proof of his contention that “if this 
bill becomes law, the tax on the poor con­ 
sumer would be higher than it was under 
any tariff law ever enacted," and further 
that “as between him and the rich consum­ 
er his tax would be more than seven times 
as great (220 
per 
cent 
against 30 per 
cent.)’ 
Mr. Hobbs writes as a republican, 
a supporter ox the Harding administration, 
one who believes in the principle of protec­ 
tion. 
His hope is that the republicans at 
Washington will take warning and correct 
the evils of the pending measure. 
It is his 
“firm convection," however, “that if these 
abominable rates are in the law when fin­ 
ally 
enacted 
the 
revulsion 
of feeling 
against them will be so strong that the re­ 
publican party will go down to defeat at 
the next presidential election." That might 
be poor consolation for those who had to 
foot the bill meanwhile, but it would be 
something. 


A FALLEN IDOL. 


That Fortune is a fickle jade must be 
borne in anew upon Sun Yat Sen of China 
as he reads if he ever does, the comments 
in the American newspapers on his down­ 
fall. 
Everybody in this country seems to 
be glad that he has tumbled 
The collapse 
of his government of Southern 
China is 
hailed with gratification in the American 
press and his own elimination as a power 
is described as the removal of an obstacle 
to Chinese unity and peace. Yet only a lit­ 
tle while ago this same Sun Yat Sen was the 
$ 
favorits Chinaman of the American people 
and was frequently lauded in this country 
for his liberal and enlightened views which 
were supposed to mark him out as the real 
hope of the Chinese race. 
We seem to have forgotten all this now. 
Wu Pei Fu has become the hope of China 
and Sun Yat Sell for a week or so has been 
a nuisance and a bore, a scheming self- 
seeker, 
and 
a worthless but ambitious 
weakling whose selfishness threatened to 
prevent the good 
and great Wu— who is 
certainly a plausible talker— from carrying 
out his 
beneficient 
plans. 
So Sun's col­ 
lapse, which came the other day, is now be­ 
ing applauded in the papers, and Sun, poor 
fellow, in his hour of adversity, cannot 
even comfort himself with the thought that, 
while he may have lost his power, he at 
least still enjoys the distinction, which he is 
said to have valued highly, of being the 
most popular of all Celestials in the minds 
of the people of the United States.
